Salazaro is the Inspector of the National Museum of Naples, and has long been 
engaged upon the subject of this very important work. It was till recently 
the opinion of most critics, based upon the dictum of Vasari, that Italian Art 
began its existence with Cimabue and Giotti, towards the commencement of 
the Fourteenth Century. However, more diligent and accurate researches, 
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promoted by German scholarship, and carried out to the fullest extent by Mr. 
Salazaro himself, have established that a regular School of Italian Art, not

EXCESSIVELY RARE. It is more difficult to make a collection of the 
engravings of this great artist than of most others, because of his having lived 
in Paris, Berlin, and St. Petersburg, and having left the result of his labours 
behind him at each place. The copperplate engravings are charming works 
of art, but his etchings will always be more highly prized by the curious, 
especially those which reproduce the designs of Rembrandt, with whose genius 
he had much in common. The etchings are besides much rarer ; and amateurs 
are always glad to have the chance of securing at one instant, such a fine 
collection as is now offered—one which it would otherwise require the research 
of a lifetime to bring together.

I can state on most competent authority that this copy, 
consisting entirely of First and Srconp States, is better than 
even the later picked copies of the Wurst State (such as the one 
sold at Christie’s, March 24, 1873), as they naturally were made 
up of impressions rejected in the earlier selections. 

Taking the plates in the order in which they are enumerated 
by Mr. Rawlinson, the states may be specified as follows: 
Nos. 17, 20, 22, 28, 25-31, 37, 38, 64, are in the FIRST sTATE; 
Nos. 2-16, 18, 19, 21, 34, 35, 39, 48, 45-48, 50, 51, 56, 61-63,

The number of copies printed of the First Stare of the Impression 
varied from 10 to 25; of the Srconp Starts, also from 10 to 25. Of the 
Tuirp SratTp, about 100 copies were taken; and after that issue the 
impressions became worthless. Whilst the picked copy (first impressions) 
fetched at the sale referred to on p. 1000 (Lot 330) the sum of 850 guineas, the 
recent copies (Lots 897-911) realized only about £25 each; a good indication 
of their slender artistic and commercial value. 

Even if Turner’s painting should fail to keep its present place in general 
esteem, such a work as the Liber Studiorwm would alone be sufficient to 
vindicate his genius. Here his exquisite sense of the refinement of aérial 
truth and his incomparable power of displaying the contrasted beauties of 
sunshine and shadow are not perplexed in their exercise by the need of 
solving complicated problems of colour. We are allowed to appreciate the 
wide range of his sympathies and to note the unfailing facility of his invention 
at a time when that invention had not yet lost its hold upon the simplicity of 
nature. 

In our judgment these plates mark the highest point in the development 
of Turner’s genius. In these he has given to the world the best that he had 
to offer, expressed in a material that was the best fitted to display the 
strength and, at the same time, to suppress the inherent weaknesses of his 
style.’—Saturday Review, Feb. 22, 1879.

The Collection of Works in Cameo and Intaglio, formed by the third 
Duke of Marlborough and known as the ‘* Marlborough Gems,” has for nearly 
a century deservedly possessed a wide reputation. To the archeologist, the 
cabinet at Blenheim has always possessed a singular interest, from its 
including the collection of gems which had been formed by the famous Earl 
of Arundel, who, during the troubled times of Charles I, found a solace for 
the abridgment of his dignities in collecting works of art and monuments of 
antiquity. 

The entire Collection was sold in June, 1875, for £35,750.
